had boon ooaploto, Aooording to HERMSDORF, HOPP is aotivo as 
a froo lanes buslnossnan in tho armaments field and as a lobbyist 
in Bonn, During tho Nazi regiae ho was a loader in a student 
novonont. After tho war, ho allegedly was in contact with tho 
AIS. Ho reportedly had trouble with tho AIS and his parting 
froa thes was not an saleable one. HOPP is now a well-known 
and influential person in Ooncan industrial oirolos, but rumors 
about his past work for tho AIS and allegations that tho Amerioana 
oonsider his untrustworthy continue to olroulato. HERMSDORF 
desires to get to the bottom of tho matter. He plans to approach 
v HOPP if the allegations about his past can bo oloared up. 

HBRNSDWP reaarked also that HOPP was a very close friend of 
wlaroldTQUAKDT, Jr., the son of Nagda OOSBBELS 1 first husband) 
the QUsNDTs beoame rioh through their Nasi connections and 
managed'; to hold on tc their money in the post-war period. 
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2. A review of our fil# on HOPP reveals that HOPP na 
never properly traoed with us by the END. The first mention 
of HOPP by the BND was in s memorandum from the BHD Liaison 
Office asking whether It was true that the Americana had taken . 
away HOPP's olearaftoe; we forwarded the question in MUNI-1784, 

22 January 1965. Referenoe lndloated that no united States 
agenoy had granted or oanoelled any clearances for HOPP. We 
passed that information on to the BND. In Pebruary 1965 we 
received a request for priority BDC traoos on HOPP; no other 
traoes were requested. This we transmitted in MUNI-1865* 

Pebruary 1965; a positive reply was received in EOBA -78928, 
February 1985 end was sent to the BND on 1 March 1985* On 

17 March 1965 HOPP’s name was included in a routine request for 
BDC traces from CATHS’s operational seourity section j we simply 
. referred to our previous memorandum oontaining the BDC traoes. 

At no time did the BND ask for full traoes or express operational 
interest. The oase was also never brought up orallv bv 
in the BND prior to HBHMSDORF'b discussion with/' - \ 

on 30 September 1965. 

3. Munioh files further lndioate that HOPP was traced in 
BONN-6716* August 1964 on behalf of PBSWINO. At that time 
MUNI-0590* August 1964 indicated no Base or CACROZB traoes. 
BQNW-3761* Septaber 1964 lndloated no KUDOVB traoes but provided 
baokgnmund data from KUPAIM/BR reoords, BUNA-28204, 9 October 1964 
provided BONN comments on HOPP and his activities. Additional 
researoh in Munioh files turned up references to HOPP in 
BOUA-64123, 15 June L 1955; the dispatch was entitled; "Information 
on Professor Ludwig JNBSCH . The dispatoh whioh was primarily 
about HOPP's and WIRCH's activities in the business world* 

f ated that HOPP was rumored to have ties to the BND and 

sted further that both HOPP and NBSCH would bear watching, 
lapatoh lndloated that HOPP had special connections with 
BlNKB*van infrared specialist in Switzerland and "an 
llshsd intelligence target". Munioh files oontain no 
lflable traoes on MEINXN. We found no further identifiable 
traoes on HOPP. 

4. Headquarters traoes have already been received but in 
order to round out the ploture and as bud HERMSDORF, we have run 
oomplete traces* we are forwarding herewith All Agenoy Name Trace 
Bequest Forms to CSB and CL8 fog tracing the Services. ___ 
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
